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STANDING  SAILING  INSTRUCTIONS  Of  TH€ 
VRCHT  RACING  ASSOCIATION  OF  SAN  FRANCISCO  AAV 


1.0  RULES.  The  1993-96  International  Yacht  Racing  Rules  as  adopted  by  US  Sailing,  these  Standing  Sailing  Instructions,  Chartered 
Association  Rules  and  Class  Rules  shall  govern.  Between  the  hours  of  sunset  and  sunrise,  the  Steering  and  Sailing  Rules  from  COLREGS 
(International  Rules  for  Prevention  of  Collisions  at  Sea,  effective  1977)  and  the  Unified  Inland  Rules  (effective  1981)  shall  replace  Part  IV 
of  the  US  Sailing  Rules. 

Competitors  are  advised  that  non-competing  yachts  are  not  governed  by  the  International  Yacht  Racing  Rules  as  adopted  by  US  Sailing 
and  that  COLREGS  or  the  Ljnified  Inland  Rules  govern  meetings  with  non-competing  vessels. 

These  Standing  Sailing  Instructions  are  mandatory  only  on  the  waters  of  and  contiguousTo  San  Francisco  Bay  for  YRA  qualifying  races. 
2.0  ENTRIES.  Races  are  open  to  members  of  the  YRA  who  own,  or  have  chartered,  a  sailing  craft  that  meets  the  rules  of  the  Chartered 
Association  in  which  it  has  entered  to  race.  Entries  and  appropriate  rating/handicapping  certificates  must  be  on  file  in  the  YRA  office  Monday 
prior  to  the  race. 

The  YRA,  with  the  approval  of  the  appropriate  Chartered  Association  and  sponsoring  yacht  club,  may  invite  a  yacht  or  a  one-design  fleet 
to  compete  in  a  single  regatta  without  requiring  membership  in  YRA;  however,  such  yacht  must  comply  with  these  Standing  Sailing 
Instructions. 

2.1  CALENDAR.  The  date,  sponsor  and  location  for  YRA  qualifying  races  for  each  Chartered  Association  are  listed  on  the  current  Master 
Sailing  Schedule,  which  is  maintained  in  the  YRA  office. 

3.0  COURSES.  Courses  and  starting  times  will  be  designated  in  the  applicable  Chartered  Association’s  Sailing  Instructions. 

4.0  MANAGEMENT.  Each  race  shall  be  under  the  management  of  the  Race  Committee  of  the  sponsoring  yacht  club,  which  shall  have  full 
power  to  enforce  these  Sailing  Instructions. 

5.0  MINIMUM  EQUIPMENT.  All  yachts  must  comply  with  the  United  States  Coast  Guard’s  requirements  for  recreational  vessels  and  the 
minimum  equipment  prescribed  by  her  Chartered  Association. 

6.0  RESPONSIBILITY.  It  shall  be  the  sole  responsibility  of  the  skipper  of  each  yacht  to  decide  whether  or  not  to  start  or  continue  the  race. 
7.0  INTERFERENCE  WITH  OTHER  VESSELS.  Yachts  shall  not  impede  the  passage  of  a  vessel  which  can  safely  navigate  only  within  a 
narrow  channel  or  fairway  (see  U.S.  Dept,  of  Commerce  chart  18649  for  designated  narrow  channels  and  fairways  in  SF  Bay),  or  fishing 
or  other  vessels  with  restricted  ability  to  maneuver.  (These  vessels  are  required  to  display  appropriate  day  shapes  or  night  lights  to  indicate 
their  function.)  Yachts  so  doing  and  thereby  endangering  their  own  safety  or  that  of  the  commercial  or  government  vessel  will  be  subject 
to  protest  by  the  Race  Committee  or  contestants  and  possible  disqualification. 

8.0  SAIL  NUMBERS.  Yachts  sailing  under  PHRF  or  IMS  Rules  shall  have  their  racing  numbers  assigned  by  the  YRA.  Yachts  racing  under 
one-design  class  rules  shall  have  their  racing  numbers  assigned  by  their  class,  except  when  their  members  sail  in  PHRF  or  IMS  events. 
9.0  STARTING  AND  FINISHING  LINES.  Unless  otherwise  specified,  the  Start/Finish  line  will  be  a  line  between  a  white  or 
orange  flag  or  orange  panel  on  the  committee  boat,  or  panel  on  the  club  house  race  deck,  and  the  Start/Finish  mark  specified  in  the  course 
descriptions. 


9.1  LIMITING  MARK.  A  mark  may  be  set  to  protect  the  committee  boat  close  to  her  and  on  the  same  end  of  the  starting  line.  No  yacht  shall 
pass  between  the  limiting  mark  and  the  committee  boat.  Similarly,  any  inboard  marks  near  shore-based  Race  Committee  platforms,  e.g. 
StFYC  Mark  B,  are  to  be  considered  limiting  marks. 


10.0  STARTING  SIGNALS.  The  hoisting  of  shapes  at  five-minute  intervals  prescribed  in  US  Sailing  Rule  4.3  System  2  (II)  shall  define  the 
Starting  Sequence.  The  Start  for  each  class/division  shall  be  the  Preparatory  signal  for  the  next  class/division  to  start  and  the  Warning  signal 
for  the  class/division  after  that.  Each  shape  shall  be  dropped  one  minute  before  hoisting  the  next  shape. 

10.1  COURSE  SIGNALS.  US  Sailing  Rule  5.1  is  amended  to  indicate  that  the  course  to  be  sailed  will  be  signaled  by  the  Race  Committee 
at  the  Preparatory  signal  for  the  start  of  each  class/division  whose  Preparatory  signal  is  about  to  be  made.  The  former  course  signal  shall 
be  dropped  one  minute  before  the  Preparatory  signal  and  the  new  course  signal  will  be  displayed  with  the  class/division’s  Preparatory  signal. 
11.0  MARKS.  Missing  course  marks  as  described  in  these  instructions  may  be  replaced  by  club  marks. 

12.0  RESTRICTED  AREAS.  For  the  purpose  of  US  Sailing  Rules  42,  43,  and  52.1 ,  the  following  Markers  shall  be  left  to  shoreward:  Anita 
Rock  and  any  buoy  marking  same,  the  vertical  ‘H’  beam  off  the  Water  Quality  Control  Plant  west  of  St.  Francis  Yacht  Club,  the  bell  buoy 
off  the  west  end  of  Alcatraz,  and  the  Point  Blunt  buoy  off  Angel  Island.  The  South  T ower  of  the  Golden  Gate  Bridge  must  be  left  to  the  South 
at  all  times.  Any  rocks  visible  at  Mean  Lower  Low  Water  immediately  adjacent  to  the  Contra  Costa  County,  Marin  County  or  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  shorelines  shall  be  left  to  shoreward  except  Mile  Rock,  The  Brothers  and  Red  Rock. 


12.1  RESTRICTED  AREA-START/FINISH  LINE.  US  Sailing  Rule  6  is  amended  to  require  that  any  yacht  whose  Preparatory  signal  has 
not  been  displayed  shall  keep  clear  of  any  yacht  whose  Preparatory  signal  has  been  made.  Yachts  shall  not  cross  the  Starting  and  Finishing 
lines  except  when  preparing  to  start,  starting  or  finishing  unless  otherwise  provided  in  the  Sailing  Instructions. 

1 3.0  POSTPONEMENT.  The  signal  to  postpone  will  be  the  hoisting  of  the  Answering  Pennant  and  the  firing  of  two  guns.  The  postponement 
period  will  end  with  the  lowering  of  the  Answering  Pennant  and  the  firing  of  one  gun.  One  minute  after  the  ending  of  the  postponement  period, 
the  warning  gun  and  signal  will  be  made,  signifying  the  resumption  of  the  regular  sequence.  US  Sailing  Rule  4. 1  is  amended  to  provide  that 
code  flag  ‘P’  will  be  hoisted  to  indicate  that  a  Postponement  or  General  Recall  took  place  and  that  the  scheduled  startinq  times  have  been 
canceled.  Yachts  will  then  start  in  the  order  indicated  rather  than  at  the  designated  time  y

14.0  INDIVIDUAL  RECALL.  Yachts  prematurely  across  the  starting  line  at  their  starting  signal  or  when  subject  to  US  Sailing  Rule  51 .1  (c) 
will  be  signaled  by  a  hail,  horn  blast  or  siren.  The  Race  Committee  will  also  display  code  flag  ‘X’  if  any  yachts  are  over  early.  Nothing  shall 
relieve  a  yacht  from  making  a  proper  start. 

14.1  GENERAL  RECALL.  General  Recall  of  a  starting  group  (class/division)  will  be  signaled  by  display  of  the  First  Substitute  code  pennant 
and  the  firing  of  two  guns.  When  recalled,  all  yachts  of  the  starting  group  will  restart  at  the  next  five-minute  starting  signal  and  sail  the  course 
displayed  at  their  initial  Preparatory  Signal.  All  following  groups  will  start  five  minutes  later  in  the  assigned  sequence.  US  Sailing  Rule  4.1 
is  amended  to  provide  for  the  display  of  code  flag  ‘P’  immediately  following  display  of  the  First  Substitute  pennant  to  indicate  that  scheduled 
starting  times  are  delayed.  If  there  is  a  second  General  Recall  for  the  same  group,  their  start  will  then  be  postponed  until  five  minutes  after 
the  last  scheduled  group  of  starters  in  the  first  starting  sequence.  If  there  is  a  second  General  Recall  for  an  additional  group,  second-recalled 
groups  shall  start  in  the  order  of  their  originally  scheduled  starts,  following  the  completion  of  the  last  scheduled  group.  If  the  schedule  calls 
for  additional  Warning  and  Preparatory  Signals  following  a  group’s  initial  start,  the  phrase  ‘last  scheduled  group’  refers  to  the  group 
immediately  preceding  the  subsequent  Warning  Signal.  US  Sailing  Rule  4.1  is  amended  to  state  that  code  flag  T  may  be  displayed  with  a 
General  Recall  signal  to  indicate  that  Rule  51.1  (c)  is  in  effect  for  the  recalled  group. 

15.0  TWO-RACE  DAYS.  At  the  discretion  of  the  Race  Committee,  the  starting  sequence  for  the  second  race  series  may  begin  while  there 
are  still  yachts  on  the  race  course  sailing  the  first  series  of  races.  This  in  no  way  shall  relieve  the  Race  Committee  from  finishing  these  yachts. 
The  following  procedure  shall  be  used  in  starting  the  second  series:  The  firing  of  two  guns  and  the  dropping  of  the  Blue  shape,  followed  in 
five  minutes  by  the  hoisting  of  the  Warning  signal,  accompanied  by  one  gun  for  the  first  start  of  the  second  series. 

16.0  TROPHIES.  The  sponsoring  clubs  will  award  a  first  prize  for  five  or  more  starters  in  a  class/division;  a  second  prize  for  seven  or  more 
starters;  a  third  prize  for  ten  or  more;  a  fourth  prize  for  1 5  or  more;  and  a  fifth  prize  for  25  or  more;  providing  that  class/division  contributed 
to  the  YRA  trophy  fund.  Ties  shall  be  broken  in  accordance  with  US  Sailing  Rules*  Appendix  B2.2,  Low  Point  Scoring  System. 

17.0  PROTESTS.  Shall  be  submitted  in  writing  as  prescribed  by  US  Sailing  Rules  and  mailed  to  the  sponsoring  yacht  club  as  indicated  in 
the  Sailing  Instructions  not  later  than  midnight  of  the  first  non-holiday  weekday  following  the  regatta.  Protests  shall  be  accompanied  by  a 
check  for  $25  payable  to  the  Yacht  Racing  Association,  except  that  this  fee  shall  be  waived  for  members  of  US  Sailing.  A  notation  as  to 
membership  status  on  the  protest  form  is  sufficient  to  grant  a  waiver.  Protests  will  be  heard  at  the  clubhouse  of  the  sponsoring  yacht  club 
on  the  third  Monday  following  the  regatta  at  1 930,  or  no  later  than  the  following  Thursday  of  that  week.  If  that  Monday  is  a  holiday,  it  shall 
be  held  no  later  than  the  following  Thursday.  Yacht  clubs  are  responsible  for  sending  a  copy  of  the  protest  to  the  protested  yacht  along  with 
notification  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  hearing  to  the  parties  to  the  protest  in  accordance  with  US  Sailing  Rule  72. 

NOTE.  Rule  71.3  allows  protests  between  yachts  in  different  races. 

18.0  APPEALS 

18.1  A  PARTY  TO  A  PROTEST  may  appeal  a  decision  of  a  protest  committee  to  the  Appeals  Committee  of  the  YRA  of  San  Francisco  Bay. 
By  prescription  to  rule  77.1,  US  Sailing  requires  that  first  level  appeals  be  filed  with  the  local  association  appeals  committee.  NOTE:  For 
definition  of  PARTY  TO  A  PROTEST  refer  to  part  I  of  the  IYRU  rules. 

18.2  HOW  TO  FILE  AN  APPEAL: 

A.  If  the  protest  committee  has  not  provided  a  written  decision  on  a  protest,  request  one  without  delay.  The  protest  committee  is  obligated 
by  IYRU  rule  74.6  (b)  to  provide  a  written  decision  on  request.  If  your  request  is  unduly  delayed  or  refused  call  the  YRA  office. 

B.  Your  season  race  packet  contains  ‘Guidelines  for  Presentation  of  Appeals’.  Read  and  understand  it.  If  you  have  lost  it  call  the  YRA  office. 

C.  Now  open  your  Rule  Book  to  rules  78.1  (a)  and  (b).  Do  exactly  what  they  say.  Do  your  level  best  to  furnish  all  the  items  in  rule  78.1 
(b)  ‘laundry  list’.  List  them  as  attachments  (I)  through  (VI).  If  there  is  something  you  don’t  have  and  can’t  get,  so  indicate. 

D.  Transmit  your  letter  of  appeal  and  accompanying  documents  to  the  YRA  office  within  the  15-day  time  limit  set  by  rule  78.1  (a). 

E.  Include  a  check  payable  to  YRA  of  SF  Bay  for  $25  if  you  are  a  US  Sailing 
member  ($65  if  you  are  not  a  US  Sailing  member).  If  you  are  not  listed  in  the 
current  US  Sailing  Directory,  other  evidence  of  recent  membership  such  as 
a  photocopy  of  your  membership  card  or  a  canceled  dues  payment  check  will 
suffice. 

19.0  ANNUAL  CHAMPIONSHIP.  Scoring  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the 
system  adopted  by  each  class/division.  The  YRA  will  award  a  first  place 
trophy  to  each  fleet  which  qualifies  at  least  five  yachts. 

20.0  ADVERTISING.  No  advertising  which  exceeds  that  allowed  in  US 
Sailing  Rules  Appendix  A3,  Category  A  is  permitted.  The  YRA  rules  super¬ 
sede  any  liberalizing  consents  which  may  be  obtained  from  US  Sailing  and 
IYRU  by  yacht  clubs  and  skippers.  The  following  restrictions  shall  apply  to 
yacht  clubs  which  have  commercial  sponsors  for  YRA  races: 

1 .  Except  for  trophies,  anything  given  to  racers  by  event  sponsors  or  the 
yacht  clubs  must  be  given  equally  to  all  racers. 

2.  No  racer  shall  be  required  to  display  any  material  relating  to  sponsorship 
of  the  event.

RULES 


The  International  Yacht  Racing  Rules 

The  following  10  abbreviated  rules  cover  the  most 
frequently  used  right-of-way  situations  in  racing,  as 
adopted  from  US  Sailing's  Beginner's  Guide  to  the 
Yacht  Racing  Rules.  By  knowing  these  rules  you'll  cover 
90%  of  the  situations  encountered  while  racing.  For  a 
complete  description  of  all  the  rules,  see  US  Sailing's 
rule  book. 

1 .  If  boats  are  on  the  same  tack,  and  overlapped, 

the  windward  boat  must  keep  clear  of 

the  boat  to  leeward. 


2.  Port  tack  keep  clear  of  starboard  tack 

3.  If  boats  are  on  the  same  tack,  a  boat  clear 
astern  must  keep  clear  of  a  boat  clear  ahead. 


4.  When  tacking  or  gybing,  keep  clear  of 

boats  on  a  tack. 

5.  Avoid  collisions.  If  you  have  the  right  of 
way  and  hit  the  other  boat,  causing  serious 
damage,  you  both  will  be  penalized. 

6.  Don't  obstruct.  Don't  make  it  hard  for  the 
"keep  clear"  boat  to  do  so. 

7.  Sail  the  course  prescribed.  You  have  to 
round  the  marks  in  the  direction  specified  in 
the  sailing  instructions  and  can't  touch  a  mark. 

8.  Luff  legally  (same  tack,  overlapped  and 
ahead).  Stop  when  behind  the  "Mast  abeam” 
position. 

9.  Give  room  at  marks  and  obstructions  to 

yachts  overlapped  on  the  inside,  except: 

a.  When  the  overlap  did  not  exist  before 
the  lead  boat  reaches  the  two-boat-length 
circle. 

b.  To  "bargers"  at  the  start  except  to  avoid 
collision  (then  protest). 

c.  When  you're  on  starboard  approaching 
a  windward  mark  and  overlapped  by  a 
port-tack  boat. 

10.  Acknowledge  your  fouls  and  protest 

those  who  don't.

There's  only  one  thing  to  remember  about  the  Olympic  Circle:  It 
always  pays  to  go  right  -  except  when  it  doesn't!  Why  does  it  pay  to  go 
right?  Because  the  wind  bends  around  Point  Blunt,  shifting  from 
westerly  to  southerly  in  the  process.  The  circle  feels  some  of  this  wind 
bend,  and  it  pays  to  tack  (or  jibe)  to  the  inside  of  bending  wind. 

The  exception:  Light  or  medium  wind,  and  late  flood  or  slack-before¬ 
ebb.  When  the  wind  is  less  than  what  you  need  for  full  power,  there's 
likely  to  be  more  of  it  to  the  south,  and  sometimes  this  can  more  than 
make  up  for  the  wind  bend  effect.  And,  because  the  tide  changes  in  the 
South  Bay  first,  there's  likely  to  be  some  early  ebb  on  the  south  side  of 
the  course  if  you're  at  the  end  of  a  flood  tide.  Once  the  ebb  is  fully

developed,  it  will  move  north  and  flow  counter¬ 
clockwise  around  the  west  half  of  the  Circle. 
But  the  reverse  doesn't  happen  -  there’s  no 
clockwise  flow  associated  with  a  flood  tide. 

All  bets  are  off  in  the  winter,  when  the  wind 
typically  starts  out  north  or  northwest  in  the 
morning  and  then  fades  at  midday.  During 
the  afternoon  the  wind  can  either  build  from 
the  northeast  corner  of  the  Circle  (this  is  more 
likely  on  days  with  very  dry  air)  or  fill  in  from 
the  west  (which  is  more  likely  on  hazy  days).
